JAPAN DEMANDS APOLOGY. 


For Seizure by China of Ship Carry- 
ing Arms and Ammunition. 


Tokio. 2—Japan hes de- 
1m: that China apologize and pay 
an indemnity for the seizure of the 
Japanese steamship Tatsu. at Macao, 
by Chinese customs officers, but the 
Foreign Office say that no ultimatum 
has been <tnt to China. It also says 
that the d&patch of the cruiser Id- 
zumo to Hogg Kong is not intended 
as a threat. Ut is certain, however, 
that Japan will resort to force unless 
her demands shall be conceded within 
a reasonable time. 3 

The Portuguese Minister at Pekin 
Supports the Japanese contention, 
Macao being a Portuguese port. and 

c and ammunition on board 
the Tatsu having been regulariy con- 
signed to a Portuguese merchant at 
Macao. China wishes to submit the 
matter toa mixed court. 

The Tatsu was seized by the Chi- 
nese authorities on Feb. 7, while an- 
chored in Chinese waters off Macao. 
She was taken to Canton by a cruiser 
and three Chinese gunboats. She 
carried several cases of rifles and

This cargo, it is reported, was de 
stined for Chinese revolutionists, but 
it was consigned to a Portuguese mer- 
chant.

Calvino Not an Italian Journalist— 

: Premier's Narrow Escape. 

St. Petersburg, March 2—Gen. 
Hazenkamp!, chief of the general 
staff. overruling the plea of counsel 
for‘ the defence, has confinned the 
death sentence passed by a court-mar- 
tial on the seven ferroiists, including 
the mysterious Italian Calvino, who 
‘were convicted of complicity in the 
plot against the lives of Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaivitch and M. Cht- 
cheglovitel, Bfinister of Justice. 

A new trial for the condemnet ren 
had been asked on the ground that 
the verdict of Uhe military court ix 
invalid, sinee the state of extraordin- 
ary security ceased to exist in St. 
Petersburg in January, and that the 
seneral statute establishing various 
classes of military law, promulgates 
in 1881, had expired in. Auzast, 1907. 

In addition."delay in the exceution 
of the sentence as it affected the Ital- 
jan Calvino, was origina'ly sought by 
the Itelian ambessador, Siggor Mele- 
gari, but yesterday the ambassador 
dropped all his efforts in behalf of 
the man. having received confirma- 
tion of the previous reports that the 
italian is not the persen he repre- 
vented himself to be. 

When he was arrested the police 
found on the man a passport appar- 
ently issued to Signor Calvino, the 
S:.. Petersburg. correspondent of two 
Te real Cale. 
¥ino is living in ftaly, and the docu- 
ments the terrosist had in his pos- 
session have been found to be for- 
feries.

“There is another aspect from nee 
the battlefields of Quebec should be 
specially dear to you. It was on the 
battlefields of Quebce that French and 
British parentage rave birth to the 
Canadian nation. To<lay the inhabi- 
tants of the Dominion are neither Eng 
lish or French. They stand before the 
world not as English or French, but 
as Canadians. it is from the inspir- 
ing standpoint of Canadian national- 
ity that the propoeal to cclebrate the 
Oth birthday of Cunada by the he 
tionalization of the famous battle 
fields of Quebec should win the en- 
thusiastic support of every patriotic 
Canadian. Hf we regard the question 
gectionally, I would ask where a well- 
informed Briton is to be found, no 
matter in what part of the Empire he 
may reside, who has not a personal 
interest in the Plains of Abrahaar. 
where the cornerstone of Greater Bri- 
| tain was laid. I might say the sanw 
j of every well-informed American. .It 
is knewn that the battlefields of 3729 
was the parchment on which in 1775 
the Declaration of Independence was 
inscribed. If the batue of the plains 
decided the fate of North America, it 
is equally certain that the. battle, of 
St. Foye won for the French-Cana- 
dians the enjoyment of theirlanguage, 
their religion and their: laws : 

A Statue of Peace. 

The proposal. said the Governor- 
General, was that a statue of peace 
should be erected at‘the extreme edge 
of the Citadel Rock of Quebec. where 
it muy be the first object visible to in- 
coming veesels on wounding the point 
of the Isle of Orleans. 

“The statue of peace mast not he 
banal orf vulear, with flowing 
windy draperies. It must be n 
calm, majestic, reposeful, arma 
stretched forward, alins slightly 
downward as though blessing incom- 
ing ships, and eyesx lovingly bent on 
the people below. On the bare of the 
Statue can) be represented different 
phases of Canadian life,” said Earl 
Grey. 

He hoped that every Canadian boy 
would be taught whut a privilege it is 
to be able by the payment ‘of a few 
cents to associute himself with the 
three hundredth birthday of Canada 
and with the brituetields of Quebec, 
which gave to the 'French-Canadians 
food government and a place within 
the Empire, to the British half a con- 
tinent on this side of the Atlantic in 
an empire of self-governing dominijona, 
and to the United Stat&s their inde 
pendence To be able to associate one- 
self with such events through the mod- 
est medium of a quarter or a nickel 
is a privilege which does not often 
come within the right of any genera- 
tion, and my hope is, said the earl, 
that every public-spirited Briton, 
wherever he may reside, may not be 
slow to avail himself ‘of his gppor- 
tunity.” 

Coming of Champlain. 

Sir Wilfrid Laarier, Mr. R. L. Bor- 
den, and other representative Cana- 
dians having commended the project, 

Hon. Senator Dandurand, Speaker 
of the Senate, declared that the com- 
ing of Camplain and his little band of 
Frenchmen to the shores of the St. 
Lawrence had had such an effeet on 
shaping the destinies of this country 
that all Canadians who were proud 
19 bear that name should be enthus- 
iustic in doing.honor to one without 
whose work and devotion there would 
perhaps be today no’ such word as 
Canada written on the map of North 
America. The territories north of the 
great lakes ‘woukd have been setiled 
by the sons of the, pioncers of New 
England and by their cousins from the 
British Isles.

of frontier, representatives of ali the 
Parliamenta of the world sitting in a 
congress for peace | and tarbitration 
should be invited by our Parliament? 
I have a strong hope that an official 
invitation under the"form of a joint 
resolution from both branches of Par- 
liament to the Interparliamentary 
Union for Peace would bring to Que- 
bee in August next a most important

Skeletons tn Monastery.

From Carlentini have been received 
patticulars of a somewhat gruesome 
discovery made in an ancient monas- 
tery. For some years the monastery 
has not been inhabited, and it was 
intended to use one portion of the 
building as a commercial school and 
another as 2 barracks for carabincers.

Thus there was no leap year in-2700, 
1800 or 1900. It Is, or at least was,

* who saw 1900 who wiil sce 2000, the 
{ latter year, ending a fourth century, 
will be a leap year. In this way three 
days are retrenched In four centuries, 
and the remaining seven days will be 
made up in a little over 800 years. 
After that calendar years will be like 
solar years, and future errors in: the 
calculation of time will-gccur no more. 
The loss of leap year‘will in thousands 
of years affect the seasons, but 1 sup- 
bose the mathematicians of the centu- 
rics hence will be so flip in handling 
figures and waking calculati that 
they will have no difficulty in keeping 
things golng correctly.—Exchange.

Oldest Protestant Church. 


_ Dy far the oldest public building ia‘ 
English-speaking Canada, St, Paul's, 
Halifax, is also the oldest Protestant 
church in that vast region, known 
yesterday as British North America. 
Erected in 1749, at the first settlement 
of the city, and constructed of. tim- 
bers brought from Boston, the old 
church remains to-day in a Perfect 
state of preservation 
good for at least another century.

Country Thieves Use Many New and 


Artful Contrivances. 


As. years on, poaching, like 
everything else, becomes more scien- 
tific, The old hempen net. which the 
moucher used to hang across a field- 
gate at night for hares has given 
place to one of silken cord, and the 
cheap bull’s-eye lantern to the more 
costly but more handy electric torch. 
Perhaps the most dangerous improve- 
ment, from the ganie-preserver’s point 
of view. says a writer in “Chambers's 
Journal,” is the substitution of the 
mMotor-bicycle or motor-car for the old- 
fashioned one-horse trap. It might 
be imagined that the motorbieycle 
would be of little use for carrying 
game; but only the other day a motor 
cyclist was arrested near‘a Midland 
town with five newly-killed hares in 
a box behind the seat. Parisian 
Papers tell of well-organized gangs 
who raid the coverts near the French 
capital by the aid) of apparatus 
worth hundreds of pounds, who hay 
relief funds ‘for those iajured im 
affrays, and who retain. lawyers to 
defend those captured by keepers. 
Happily this sort of thing is still un- 
known in England. 

After Pheasants. 
‘Not unnaturally the pheasant stands 
at the head of the poacher’s list. -li a 
poacher*can be sure of a quiet half. 
hour in the covert, ‘he slips in, sets 
a net across a rin, sends his Jurcher 
slinking round through the under- 
growth, and presently, with a flutter 
and a flop, a fine cock-bird is fast in 
the net, next moment to be trans- 
fezred to the poacher’s pocket. .A 
method of taking pheasants which 
waa more common a few years ago 
than it ia now was that of “3moking.”” 
The first .cseential is to discover a 
tree where the birda roost. Then, 
upon a dark, still night, the poacher 
goes to the spot armed with a hand- 
{ul of sulphur and the lid of an old 
biscuit-box. A fire of dry leaves is 
lighted upon the Hd, the illumination 
being carefully concealed by a coat 
hung round it. As soon as the leaves 


have blazed up, the sulphur is flung’ 


on the flames, and the lid held up 
under the bough on which the pheas- 
ants are roosting. Soon the suffoes- 
ting fumes take effect. With a rustle 
and thump a fat bird thuds upon the 
ground. Ona after another they drop. 
and with luck the poacher may get 
half a dozen from a single tree. 
Drugged Barisy. 

Anothes. favorite plan ig to soak 
barley or wheat for soine hours in 
warm water, When the grain is 
thoroughly softencd,- the water is 
strained off and strong spirit poured 
over the wheat. The swollen grains 
absorb the spirit, @ud the doctored 
bait is then spread in one of the 
glades where the birds faed. It is an 
odd foct that most birds ‘seem ta like 
alcohol. Pheasants are no exception. 
The not unnatural result is that the 
finest birds—those which, have se- 
cured ihe lion’s share of the feast. are 
soon reeling about helplessly drunk. 
The poacher, who has been lying 
“doze” near by, has nothing ta do 
but jump up and wring their necks. 
Another .method of the pheasant 
poacher deserves mention for its very 
ingenuity. It owes its auecess to the 
well-known pugnacity of our. tinest 
fame bird. A game cock is armed 
with steel spurs of creat length and 
Keennese, and droppet where a phea- 
Kant las been observed to crow. The 
pheasant will allow no rival within 
its domain, and presently comes strut- 
ting out: of covert. Naturally, he 
stands no more chance than a man’ 
armed with x paper knife would 
against a Western: desperado with a 
bowie. He is hilled in # fow seconds, 
The poacher picks up the dead bird, 
catches his game-cock, and moves on 
in search of fresh victims, 

The Birds’ Caps. ° 

An o¥i-fashioned way of catching 
rooks when they become too nume- 
Tous to suit the farmer was to bury 
in the plough land little conical bugs 
of paper, the sides smeared with bird> 
Lime and a bait at the bottom. The 
same plan has ben adopted with can- 
siderable success for the capture of 
pheasants. The bait is barley, and 
the bird completely blinded by the 
cap which clings so tightly to its 
head, falls an easy victim to man or 
dog. In an open field. you will often 
see smali pieces of brushwood stuck 
into the ground at intervals. These 
are set by the keeper for the pur- 
Pose of hooking up the nets of night 
Poachers for partridges. Partridges 
roost upon the ground, and by means 
of a long. light net drageed across 
the grass by two men a whole covey 
is often captured at one swoop. Th 
fori of powchiig ix only Posable on 
a dark night, and at auch atime the 
a dark night, and at.such a time the 
branches, and, therefore, they gat 
their nets entangled in them.

“settings” at the gun. They swing the 
fun around until the object which is to 
be struck appears In the center of the 
halr line eyepiece of the telescope aud 
set the mechanism which will insure 
the proper cleration when the gun 
rises from its cradle, Suddenly the gun 
springs up. The maze shows over 
the parapet. A cloud of smoke bursts 
forth, and the nen who have not taken 
the precaution to rise on thelr toes and 
open their mouths receive a shock that 
disturbs their equilibrium and threat- 
ens thelr eardrums. The gun settles 
back In its place once more. Soon 
there ts ocuiar evidence that the shot 
aud the hostile ship five mites away 
have met, to the damage of the war- 
ship, The decks amidships are seen 
to open and men run back and forth. 
Steam veils the hull, for steam pipes 
have been plerced. Scientific gunnery 
has conquered, and at the expense of 
a few hundreds of pounds of powder 
and stee] 2 vessel which cost $2,000,000 
or $5,000,000 has been incapacitated.

A Curious Custom at the Courts of 
East Indian Princes. 

There is a curious custom at the 
courts of the Indian princes. When a 
British officer or a physician calls 
Upon a rajah he is shown {nto the re- 
ception or throve room. where sits the 
rajah, surrounded by the great state 
officers. After the exchange of the 
usual salutations one of the officers 
brings In 2 tray on which are display- 
“ed Jewels and goklen ornaments stud- 
ded with valuable stones, perhaps 
worth £60,000 or more. The trayful of 
valuables Is supposed to be a present 
from the rajah to bis visitor, and it ts 
offered first to the gentleman, who, in- 
clining bis head, touches ‘the edge of 
the tray wlth the tips of his flogers, 
and it is then passcd over to the lady, 
who Invarinbly accompanies the Brit- 
ish officer, if he is married. on such o~ 
easions. She follows the example of 
ner husband, and the tray and its con- 
tents are then returned to the jewel 
oom. In Meu of the unaccepted jewels 
8 long necklace of tinsel, of little value, 
is placed around the neck of eacti, 
where It remains during their -stay 
within Ube palace. ‘There is a very 
strict law against dny British officer 
accepting a gift from a native prince. 
‘Even when 2 doctot may hare per 
formed some serious operation upon a 
‘rajab, who, belnz grateful, wishes to 
give—exclusive of a money fee, vary- 
ing from £200 to £1,000, according’ to 
the operation performed—a present of 
a shawl golden cup or some similar 
valaable, the doctor must obtaln spe- 
clal permission from the viceroy before 
he dare accept the present. If any 
officer accepts a gift of any ralee with- 
out such permission he may have to 
resign. This rule was made because tn 
the ol days, when the East India com- 
pany governed India, an officer's pick- 
ings and the presents often extorted 
from the rajahs were worth much 
more to him than bis salary.—London

SOUND WAVES. 


The Way They Are Defiected by At- 
mospheric Causes. 

One of Uncle Sam's scientists at 
Washington gives on .interestinz ex- 
planation of the actign of the wind In 
Preventing the spread of sound towant 
the direction from which the wind 
comes, 

It fs, be claims, not the wind, as 
such, that prevents sound from trav- 
eling against it, but differences In the 
strength of the wind. If, for instance, 
the wind Is stronger above than be 
low or stronger at one side, its effect 
will be to it the sound waves In one 
direction or another. 

Differences bf temperature in the alr 
also cause deficction of the wares of 
sound. Other atmospberic causes ex- 
ist which deficct sound from a straight 
course and prevent It from going as 
far In certain directions as it may 
have been expected to go. 

Some of the sirens In this country, 
says the scientist, produce sounds 
which ought theoretically to be audible 
at a distance of 1,500 miles, but, In 
fact, the nuthoritics aro satisfied If 
they are heanl ouly two miles away. 
The redson. for the discrepancy be 
tween calculation and experiment was 
atmospheric deflection of the 
lunefpotis Journal

Treatment of Natives Condemned by 
Member In German Reichstag. 

Berlin, March 5.—Herr Erzberger=a 
member of the Centre party and a 
cleric@l, spoke before the appropria- 
tions committee of the Reichstag on 
the. colonial estimates _xestenlay, He 
cited numerous Government reports 
regarding the violent proceedings of 
the rubber hunters in German Kam- 
erun, describing how armed parties 
herded the natives into their services 
levied requisition on the villages for 
food and in the name of Germany 
terrorized wide districts in Central 
Africa in their efforts to get rubber 
out of the country. 

Colonial Secretary Derburg, speak- 
ing in «eply, said the industrial de- 
mand for rubber had advanced the 

rices, and that consequently there 
Rad been great efforts to exploit the 
rich rebder producing regions in 
Kamerun. [n many districts the Gov- 
ernment had stopped the traffic alto- 
gether, and further regulations were 
being made t» protect the villagers 
along the caravan routes from vio- 
lence, especially the forcible requisi-

Fearful of Sritish Intervention Cedes 
Congo to Belgium. 
Brussels, March 5.—The sweeping 
cvucessions made by “King Leopold 
in the new treaty, which provides for 
the annexation of the Congo Free 
State to Belgium, are attributed to 
his dread of British intervention. 
The King, it is declared, would 
rather not s:sk facing an international 
accounting of his stewardship. 
‘An official forecast of the new 
treaty indicates that King Leopold 
not enly surrenders the crown do- 
main in the Congo, the revenues from 
which he has enjoyed personally, but

Charges Against Magistrate Wocdcock of Newmarket

Toronto, March 5.-—-T. J. Woodcock, 
police magistrate for the town of 
Newmarket and justice of the pence 
for the County of York, who has been 
suspended from bearing cases by the 
Attorney-General’s Department, pend- 
ing the outcome of an investigation 
by Judge Winchester into the admin- 
istration of justice by himself and 
county constables, was taken into cus- 
teody at High Constable Ramaden’s 
oftice, Adelaide street, at noon yester- 
dey. The arrest was made upon two 
Warrants sworn out under instructions 
from Crown Attorney Corley, Detec- 
tives Mackie and Wallace made the 
arrest. 

Woodeock was later charged with 
conspiracy to defraud the Province of 
Outario and the County. of York of 
the sum of $7.90. 

County Constable Jolin Savage is 
charged jointly with the magistrate 
upon this wurrant. Savage was ar- 
ivated at Barrie, where he is also 
employed as Grand Trunk constable, 
at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, at 
the request of the Toronto police.

The Perjury Charges. 

The perjury charges arise out: of 
evidence given by Woodcock before 
Judge Winchester in the present in- 
vestigation. The first charge comes 
out of Woodcock’s evidence with re- 
gard to the case of William Gray, a 
lad who dppeared before him at Mount 
Albert upon two charges of theft. To 
both of these Gray pleaded guilty at 
a single hearing at Mount~ Albert. 
These facts were atiested to> before 
Judge Winchester by six witnesses. 
Upen Woodcock’s books appeared a 
charge for costs of a hearing at Mount 
Albert of one cast anda further charge 
of $7.90 mileage for subsequent hear- 
ing at Toronto. Woodcock testified 
before the judge that. after receiving 
a plea of guilty to one charge at 
Mount Atbert, he had heard the sec- 
ond case in Torowte, when a plea of 
guilty was again entered. 

The second jury charge arises out 
ofa damage action by a Georgina Is- 
land Reservation Indian, Big Canoes, 
who brought action against one Boyd, 
eniployed by the Gooderham & Worts 
Co.. fur damage to his sleigh, which 
vas demolished by falling through a 
hole in the ice made by Boyd. Wood- 
cock heard the case and awarded the 
Indian $20 damages. This was paid 
Woodoock by the Gooderham Co., and 
upon Woodcock’s books and from his 
lestimony before the judge it appear- 
ed that he had paid the $20 to Big 
Canoe, whereas the Indian swore at

Woodéock and Savage conspired to 
defraud the county and province of 
$7.90, mileage to Toronto, it being al- 
leged that they concocted the story cf 
the second hearing at Toronto to se- 
cure that sum. Savage swore to the 
second and imaginary trial of Gray 
at Toronto in his testimony before 
Judge Winchester,

age. He was born in Leeds County. 
He started life working in the woods 
and carried on a lumbering business 
and ran a store near Mount Albert 
from 1375 till 1878, wher he went $o 
Newmarket, where he was employed 
by the G.T.R., furnishing ties. Later 
he entered Judge Morgan’s law of- 
fices, where he remained a number of 
years. Since then he has filled the 
position of warden and county coun- 
cillor. For eight years he was county 
auditor for the province.

Silent Maxim Gun. 
_ A remarkable apparatus has beev 
invented by an Indian official, which 
seems likely to revolutionize machine 
gun Gre. The object of the invention 
is to silence the tell-tale noise of the 
machine gun, thus increasing its 
value in the field. ; 

The inventor is Mr. Alfred Thomp- 
son, who Is serving on the Indian 
establishment as chief exafniner of 
machine guus. 

The instant crack of the Maxim is 
reduced by the invention to a slight 
detonation, which is indistinguishable 
beyond a range of 600 yards. At pres- 
ent machine gun fire can be ‘heard 
thousands of yards off. and no mat- 
ter how good or rapid it may be, the 
field batteries discover the guns and 
rout them before they can become a 
danger. 

The role of the machine gun is, 
herefore, one of secret opportunity to 
strike a body of troops by surprise 
with 600 shots per minute, as with 
the Maxim, and then lie low. But if 
the gun can operate in silence its 
possibilities are senaibly ~widened, 
not only by reason of its demoraliz- 
ing effect, but because a steady, non- 
overheating discharge of 100 n ininute 
can be maintained fron: time to time 
throughout an action. 

Mr. Thompson's apparatus can be 
attached to a Maxim in a couple of 
minutes, It weighs 16 pounds, and 
ix less than a fvot in length. The 
Maxim authorities have submitted it 
to the Home Government.

north Pacific island by the discovery 
and partial taming of a new tribe. . 

The race in question ‘consists of 
abolit 20,000 blacks, living at a-place 
exlled Dobu. The customs’ of the race 
are moat ’curious. Tho immigration 
policy is more’drastic than that. of 
“White Australia,” for all strangers 
have either to become full members 
of the tribe or be caten. When deal- 
ing with Mr. Brownlow, however the 
difficulty was got over by maki him 
a father of the tribe. - se 

In an interview in Sydney - Mr.

Up From the Depths. 
Presiding at the annual mecting of 
the Liverpool Salvage Association, 
Mr. J. Sandeman Allen, the chair- 
man, referred to a feat achieved dur- 
ing the year which, he said, made a 
new record in salvage work. It was 
the case of the steamer Veroneze, 
which, with a very valuable cargo on 
board, sank in consequence of a hole 
in her bow, The question, he said, 
was whether the old method of dis- 
charging the cargo and patching the 
vessel from the inside would have 
to be adopted. It was decided, how- 
ever, to utilize pneumatic tools and 
work from the outside. Divers ‘took 
the measure of the damage below, and 
drew a sketch of what was required. 
A steel patch was made on board the 
Range (the salvage steamer), and 
holes drilled in it. Divers working 
on a platform 28 feet below water 
drilled the necessary holea in the 
ship. The plate was then sent down 
and fitted, and fixed at once by pa- 
tent bolts invented by. the Associa- 
tion's surveyor. The cargo was not 
disturbed. and the ship waa raised 
and brought back to Liverpool through 
the Bay-of Biscay in variable wea- 
ther, without making any water.

Roman Relics In London. 


Valuable Roman and Norman relics 
have been brought to light as the re- 
suit of the excavations on the site 
of Christ’s Hospital, in Newgate 
-astreet, London, England, in connec- 
fion with the extension of the Gen- 
-eezal Postoffice.~ Several months ago 
‘the workmen came upon a portion of 
athe old Roman wall which ran orig- 
inally round the City, and the remains 
have since been found to extend for 
“about 400 feet under the site of the 
adining-hall, \the direction being as 
right angles Yo Newgate etreet. The 
~wall itself, Sing of no value, has 
been desfroyed and carted away, with 
the exception of one specimen-piece. 
‘The rampart was about 8 feet wide 
at the base and 7 fect! at the top. its 
depth being 16 fect. The wall itself 
(was of Kentish rag-store, being very 
roughly built, strengthened with lime, 
qaod held together by several horizon- 
jtal layers of tiles, about 2 feet 6 
finches apart. The men also found 
imany medizeval chalk walls, which 
were apparently part of the ancient 
Greyfriars’ Monastery. > 
A large number of earthenware and 
other, relics were found near the City 
wall, having, it is conjectured, been 
thrown on the rubbish-heap sa use- 
Jess. Most of them were broken, and 
many. were only scattered fragments. 
Among a large number of cvins, 
which have not yet been properly ex- 
amined, there ar® several Roman 
‘ones.. Curious bone skates, broad and 
~ ‘polished underneath, with holes ior 
jthe fastenings, leathern bottles and 
jvases, have been found in the earth. 
which has accurnulated, or been made 
‘up, in some places, to the depth of 20 
feat. There are also a Roman pestle 
and mortarium, and carthenwere pots, 
‘tiles, bottles, but practically no iron 
utensils. All the Roman relics were 
‘discovered within the confines of the 
oli City. Norman relics were also 
discovered in the ditch which ran 
outside the City wall. Here were some 
mediaeval coins and tools, and a tall 
Norman vase, about A.D. 1100, which 
has been mended.

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BIRTH RATE DECLINES. 
And Weddings Are Fewer In Great 


' Britain—Scoutge of Cancer. 


A still farther decline in the birth- 
rate and a tendency to shirk marriage 
are disclosed in’ the anual ‘report 
for 1906 of the Registrar-General of 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths in Eng- 
land and Wales, issned in the form of 
a bluebook recently. The birth rate 
Was 27.1 per 1,000. the lowest rate re- 
corded since civil registration was 
established. The total number of 
births registered during the year was 
985,081. 

In 1876 the birth, rate was 36.3 per 
1,000, and since then has steadily f{al- 
len to its present rate, which is 1.6 
per 1,000 lower than the average of 
the preceding ten years. 

The death-rate during the sume year 
was 15.4 per 1,000 or 1.4 lower than 
the average for the preceding ten 
years. The total number of Jeaths 
waa 531,281, : o* 

Thus the increase to population by 
exceas of births over testa was 17 
per 1,000, or nearly three per 1,000 
less than it was thirty «years ago. 
This is a sad state of affairs, and ix 
partly explained by the marriage 
rate. This was 16.5 per 1,000 in 1899. 
but had fallen in 1906 to 15.6 per 
1,000. nie 

Among the deaths for 1906 it is in- 
teresting to nota that there were 65 
of reputed centenarians—IG of whom 
were males and 45 females. 

It is a significant fact that the pro- 
portion ofsbachelors, both male and 
female, is increasing. while. the pro- 
portion of “wile 1 persons, on the 
other hand, is steadily deercasing. 
Mr. Weller appears to have uttercd 
his fanious advice in vain. 

People do not marry se young now- 
ndoys. Ten years age 59 bridegrooms 
out of every 1,000 amt [88 out of every

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DETECTED BY FINGER PRINTS. 


Scotland Yard Has Over Million—No 
Two Are the Same. 


An interesting account of the per- 
{ection to’ which the finger-print sys- 
tetn of identification has been brought 
at Scotland Yard was given at the 
North London Police Court recently. 

“I have been engaged in the study 
of finger-prints for ten years,” said 
the police expert, ‘‘and during that 
time 31,000 identifications have been 
effected at Scotland Yard by means 
of the. system. I have examined hun- 
dreds of thoysands of impressions, 
and I have never known two finger- 
tips agree in ridge characteristics. 

“Before a convicted person is dis- 
charged from prison his finger-prints 
are taken and sent to the« riment. 
When a man iL his Tinger- 
Prints are taken, and if he has been 
convicted before. his ‘whole history 
can be ascertained within two or. at 
the moat, five minutes of the arrival 
of the impressions at Scotland Yard. 

“But the classification muat be very 
complicated,’" remarked the, magis- 
trate. ‘ 

“No.” the inspector, replied. “The 
classification has been invented by 
Sir Edward Henry, ‘the commissioner, 
and is beautifully simple.” 

“T -think you have over 1,000,000 
impressions,” said the solicitor who 
represented the police. | 

“We have 120,000 sctsewith ten im- 
pressions in cach set.”’ stated Inspec- 
tor Collins. “We depend on the 
ridges; and ignore the names.” 

“And you never find two alike,” 
said tho solicitor, “It ia not like 
handwriting.” } 

“It is much more sure than the 
handwriting test," the , inspector 
answered. 

The case which gave rise to the 
Statement was a striking proof of the 
value of the system.

Sailers Who Had Been Given Up For

Donald Morrison, a Dundee sailor,

Morrison ,was given up by his wife

It was in July, 1906, that Morrison 
left Dundee as second officer on a 
vessel built at that port for an Argen- 
tine firm. The vessel having been 
handed over to the owners at Buenos 
Ayres.-he shipped on the Norwegian 
bark Alexandra, bound for Newcastle, 
New South Wales, for’ orders. At 
the Australian port the Alexandra 
loaded coal for Panama and sailed 
for her destination at the end of No- 
vember of last year. 

Becalmed Six Months. 

Five hundred miles from her port of 
call the bark was becalined and_for 
nearly -six months lay helpless. Pro- 
visions and water ran out, and the 
crew suffered so revercly from thirst 
and hunger that in May they aban- 
doned their vesset and set out in two 
boats in an endeavor to make land. 
Morrison was in the captain’s boat 
and was the only Britisher in the 
company, the others being Danes, 
Swedes, Norwegians, and Germans,

“On and on we rowed,” said Mor- 
rison. “Our provisions consisted only 
of biscuits and tinned meat and a 
| stnall supply of fresh: water. Of cloth- 
ing we had practically none, and 
boots we knew nothing of. During 
the night the plug of the fresh water 
tank gave way, and to make our case 
even worse our provisions ran cut 
until we were reduced to living on 
the bisenit dust in the canvas bag, 
and only a lick of dust at that, In 
our cratnped positions we could get 
no sleep. aud we suffered intensely 
from thirst. Our lbga began to swell 
and our whole bodies were getting 50 
cramped that we prayed for land, if 
only as much as we could set foot on. 

Water and a Turtlezto Eat. 

“After eleven days weftruck an is- 
land, which we afterwards learned 
was named Indefatigable Island. but 
we could searcely drag ourselves from 
the boats and we just lay down on 
the beach. But water we had to pro- 
cure, aml we dragged our weary bod- 
ies as best we could searching for the 
precious liquid. Not a living soul 
was seen to guide us in our rch. 
So parched were our throats that we 
mile use of the only vegetation of 
the island, a short. stunted shrub 
something like a cactus, to slake our 
thirst, amd although the substance 
that.exuded was of a scummy nature it 
was welcome indeed. Great, joy was 
felt when, on the fourthday, we dis- 
coveyed a supply of fresh water in a 
cave, and here we resolved to cainp.

Various and unconfirmed statements 
are made as to the cause of the fire, 
and also that the doors of ‘the build- 
ing had been locked at the front en- 
trance, while but one door of the reat 
entry was unfastened. The janitor. 
Fritz Herter, himself bereaved of 
three children, says the doors were 
open, according to custom, At any 
rate, the congestion of fleeing chil. 
dren in the hallway below effectually 
barred the way, and the little ones 
went to their death totally unable to 
evade the flames. 

School Overcrowded. 

Within three hours after the start 
of the fire it had burned itself out, 
and the work of recovering the bodivs 
proceeded. The village fite depart- 
ment had only two engines, and nei- 


ther, upon arrival after the ‘alarm j 


Was given, was at. all effective in 
stemuning the flames. The school was 
a two-storey and attic brick buildinz, 
constructed about six’ years ago. It 
was overcrowded with pupils and it 
was found necessary to utilize the at- 
tie for those of the ages between 6 and 
8. Nearly all the children were killed 
in the mass at the first floor door, 
which finally was openod by men 
from the Lake Shore Railroad shopa, 
who hurried to the scene. A wall of 
flame had formed across it,. however, 
and most of the children alréady were 
dead by the doors swinging. 

Approximately 300 children attend- 
ed the school, which had nine rooms. 

Janitor Herter could remember lit- 
tle of what happened after the tire 
started. r 

“I was sweeping in the basement.” 
he said. “When I looked up and saw 
a wisp of smoke curling out from be- 
neath the iron stairway. I ran to the 
fire alarm and pulled the gong that 
sounded throughout the © building. 
Then I ran first to the front and then 
to the rear doors. I can't remeraber 
what happened next, except that I 
saw the flames shooting all about 
and the little children running down 
through them screaming, Bome fell 
at the entrance and others stumbled 
over them. I saw my little Helen 
among them. I tried to pull her out, 
but the flames drove me back. I had 
to leave my little child to die.”’. 

Herter was badly burned about the 
head. 

Fated Teacher a Heroine. 

Miss Catherine Weiler, one of the 
nine teachers in the school, lost her 
life in a vain effort to marshal the 
pupils of her class and icad them to 
safety. She died in the crush at the 
rear door. Her room was on tho 
second floor and when the fire alarm 
sounded she marched her pupils out 
on to the hall, thinking it waa only 
a fire drill. There the truth dawned 
upon both teachers and pupils and 
control way lost. The children, in 
their frenzy, plunged into the strug- 
sling mass ahead of them. Mixs Weil- 
er formerly lived in Detroit, dnd was 
educated in Toledo. Miss Fisk, an- 
other teacher, was faken out alive. 
but she cannot live. s 

Recavering the Bodies. 

Burning through the cross supports 
of the first floor, the flames passed 
upward until all three floors crashed 
into a smouldering pile into the basw- 
ment.

How to Wash Mirrors* 

Some persons have a difficulty in 
keeping ‘mirrors in proper condition, 
but a soft rag dipped in alcobo! and 
wiped_over the glass that Is after. 
ward rubbed dry is all that is neces- 
sary when the mirror appears dim or 
spotted. ; 

For this purpose cheesecloth Is" best. 
When spots appear at the back of the 
mirror on the quicksilver, it Is gen- 
erally for the reason that the glass is 
hung where a strong sunlight can 
Test upon ft. At first tiny specks no 
jarger than plu points make thelr ap- 
pearance; then they Spread, become 
larger and finally meetin a Geady cf- 
fect which cannot be remedied except 
ty a repetition of the quicksilrering 
Process, A 

Damp walls are another source of 
damage to mirrors, for ther, too, de 
stroy the quicksllver. 

Frames can be kept In good condl- 
tion by wiping often with a soft rag. 
If the frame js a good quality of gild- 
ing, Jt may be washed with seap and 
water when necessary, but the cheap- 
er, ordinary gilt frames should never 
be touched with water. «When they 
begin to blacken, a rag moistened light-

Used Extensively by Government.— 
Trapping Tuskers In Their Native 
Forests—Tame Elephants Used as 
Decoys—Many Die on March Back 
—They Become Docile and Display 


Great Sagacity.

the globe is found in the Indian pen- 
chiefly in agricultural villa, 
communities, divided in 
By great forest tracts abounding in big 
game. Foremost among this game 
came the wild elephants, which have 
played so important. a: part in the 
economy of Hindustan ever since the 
cays ofgthe Mogul empire. Elephants 
indeed are employed in all branches 
of the civil and military services;

SAFETY OF ANAESTHETICS. 


Less Dangerous Than Crossing the 
Road. 

It is really safer for a patient to be 
rlacst under anaesthetics than it is 
| an ordinary person to attempt to 
cross one of our crowded thorough 
fares. . 

This statement was made by a high 
official of the London Hospital while 
discussing some observations made by 
the city Coroner in reference to @ 
death under anaesthetics at Guy's 
Hospital, The Coroner said such cases 
were extremely important to the pub. 
lic. During the past six-and-a-half 
years he held irqueats on thirty-six 
persons who had died in Guy's Hos- 
pital while under anaesthetics, — 

“The public probably have no idca 
with what safety ansesthetics are now 
ad@ginisteread.”” commented the Lon 
don Hospital official. “Here, on an 
average, fifty patients are placed un- 
der ansesthetics every day. In 19H 
there were 15,142 cases, and of that 
number twenty-two died during the 
period of anaesthesia, but only four 
of the 15,142 died from the effecta of 
the anaesthetic. 

“The term, “death under anaes 
thetica’ is susceptible of many mean- 
ings. Here we adopt the strictest in- 
terpretation. For instance, a man 
may be brought in who has had both 
his legs cut off as a result of a rail- 
way accident. He may be at the 
point of death when he enters our 
doors, and, in fact die ot ae ' 
ut on the operating table an @ 
Snadethente bag adjusted. We should 
regard that as a death under anaesthe- 
tics, although the anaesthetics had 
nothing whatever to do with hia 
death. . 2 = 

“Last year 17,256 patients in this 
institution were placed under anaes- 
thetics, and the results were as fayor- 
able as the figures I have given fer 
1904."

Cleveland, March 9.—The total num- 
ber of dead, as a result of the burn- 
ing Of the Lakeview school in Collin- 
wood last Wednesday is now thought 
to be 174. Of this number the bodies 
ef 167 have been found. 

The death list was increased carly 
yesterday by the death\of Glen Rar- 
ber, ten years of age, who succumbed 
to injuries sustained when he leaped 
from the second storey of the doomed 
building. Of the bodies recovered 147 
have been identified. The last identi- 
fication was) established when the 
boly of Richard Kelly, the ten-year- 
old son of Walter Kelly of The Cleve- 
laud Leader, was -picked from. the 
charred remains. His mother was 
able to complete the identification by 
means of stitchea she had worked 
about a button-hole found in a small 
Piece of the ‘boy's underclothing, 
which clung to the body. 

It is believed by officials in chargt 
of the bodies that mistakes have been 
made by parents who claimed the 
little blackened remains during. the 
excitement of the first day or two, 
and that they took. possession of 
belies that were not those of their 
dead children. Deputy Coroner Mc 
Neil was convinced of this, and made 
an effort to rectify some of the blun- 
ders. In this He was handicapped. 
as in some casey the funerals had 
been held and in other instances the 
dereaved parents could not be con- 
Vinced of their supposed error. 

Arrangements were completed yes- 
terday for the public funeral for the 
unidentified, which will be held to- 
day. The bodies of ‘several children, 
whose parents are not able to bear the 
financial burden, will be included in 
the service. 

The village council of Collinwood 
has purchased a small tract of land 
in the village cemetery. where all of 
these bodies will be’ interred. 

At the same hour the public fun- 
eral will be held, memorial services 
will be held in all of the city schools 
in Cleveland. At that hour also, all 
of the church bells in Collinwood will

The b& of Miss Katherine Weiler, 
n tedcheR who met death with her 


school chigiren, has not been recover- 
ed. Twice it was thought her body 
had been found, but the identifica- 
tions were erroneous. In the lest in- 
stance the body clainied by her fath- 
er was found to be that of a man. 


John Krajnyak. who was one of the 
first to reach the burning school build- 
ing and who was seen to rush into 
the building in an effort to save some 
of the little boys and girls. He has 
been imissing since the fire, but it 
was not thought that he had sacrific- 
ed his life. 

The Collinwood? fire has incited 
Cleveland schoo! officiala to a thor- 
ough investigation, of the city school 
buildings, and already changes and 
improvements have been asked for 
by the school director, which will 
cost upwards-of a million dollars.

schools, which he believes to be in an 
unsafe condition should « serious fire 
break out.

“HATCHET MEN" CONDEMNED. 


Nine Boston Chinamen Found Guilty 
of Wilful Murder. 

Boston, March 9.--Warry Charles, 
one of the wealthiest und most influ: 
ential Chinamen of Boston, and eight 
of his countrymen, claimed to be no- 
torious “hatchet men,” were found 
guilty by a jury in the Superior Crim- 
inal Court late Saturday of murder in 
the first degree, on four counta allez- 
ing the killing of four Chinamen in 
Boston Aug. 2 of last year. A tenth 
defendant, Yee Watt, who had also 

rn oon trialeon the ssine charge, 
died suddenly in his cell last Tues- 
day, while the trial was in progress. 

In. each case Warry Charles. was 
nceused of being an aecessory before 
the fact. in that he “counsellal, hir- 
ed and commanded others to commit 
crimes.” The cases had been on trial 
for 33 days. 

The murders for which the nine 
Chinamen were found guilty grew out 
of a long-standing feud between the 
Hip Sing Tong and the On Teoug 
Tong, rival ‘Chinese socicties. 

Early in the evening of Aug. 2. 
1907, a number of strange Chinamen 
suddenly appeared in Oxford Place. 
in the heart of the Chinese quarter of 
Boston, and at a given signal, which 
was the discharge of a fire cracker 
lighted by a cigar, one of the strange 
Chinamen was smoking, they immedi- 
ately began firing from revolvers upon 
scores of Chinese merchants and laun- 
drymen who were in the rear of the 
places of business, lazily lolling about 
after a hard day's work. Over 40 
shots were fired and when the police 
appeared they found three Chinamen 
dead in the alley and a dozen othera 
seriously wounded, one of whom died. 

Shoy Tong, one of the principal wit- 
hesses for the state, testified that 
Warry Charles, a rich and influential 
Americanized Ciinaman of this city, 
and president of the Hip Sing Tong, 


+} had instigated the killing. In his tes- 


timony Tong said: 

“Charles said that we would, have 
te do some killing and make the 
Chinese business men so afraid that 
all of them world. join our society,”” 

Charles is also alleged to have said: 
“We were getting to be dead ones and 
tnust kill semeone.”* 

Tong testified further that Charles 
§ proposed sending to New York, Phila- 

delphia and Chicago for “hatchet 

men,” who were unknown, to do the 
killing, as they would be better ablo 
to escape.

To Tell Real Pewter. 

One of the most famous collections of 
old pewter to be found in this country 
1s at Salem, Mass. The following rules, 
for selecting this ware are given by an 
expert, who says: “Pewter Is capable 
of a very high polish, fs soft in tone 
and pleasing to the eye. The best of 
the meta! bas a curious consistency, 
the test of which Is pressing the thumb 
and finger upon it as one tries the ripe- 
ness of an apple.

The hall marks are various, A com- 
mon one is two pigs wilh the maker's 
name, Hamm of Tendon; also the in-

frequently be found marks made by 
knives, dents from teeth on tankards 
and pots and sometimes the rudely cut 
inltinis of Individual ownecs.

Ottawa, March 16.—The introduction 
of a couple of Government bills was 
the principal business of the Com- 
mons yesterday afternoon.

Theze is provision 
for publication of polling booths and 
nomination papers will be required to 
contain an address for service of per- 
son nominated. Other amendments 
deal with the form of oath and proper 
preparation of the voters’ lists. 

Another provision which he had 
taken from Mr. Alcorn’s bill was that 
no mark which a deputy or official 
may make on a ballot may void the 
ballot.

BIG POWER PROJECT. 
850 Foot Dam In Vermont to Serve 
‘Parts of Three States. 

Brattleboro, Vi. March 10.—The 
construction of a big dam acrosa the 
Connecticut River is now under way, 
with the expectation of turning the 
waters of New England's — greatest 
river into New England's biggest elec- 
tric plant. 

By moana of the dam it ix proposed 
to distribute the electric power with- 
in a radius including -parts of three 
states. The poxer here is believed to 
be the largest developed water power 
in New England. The cost of the 
ilam will be more than » million dol- 
sure, 

The height of the dam. including 
its flush boards, would be 24 feet. The 
power house, which will be built of 
solid) masoury;-will extend from the 
Vermont shore 250 feet out into the 
river and will be 2 pert of the dam.

As the original earth uebula cop- 
‘leased the lighter materials were dls- 
tributed quite uniforinly over the en- 
tire surface, but these are now inlss- 
ing from one hemisphere, the reasou 
secmlng to be, us Professor G, H. Dar- 
Win demonstrated In IST9, that a por- 
tion-of the carth’s crust bas been 
thrown off by tidal action, forming the 
moon. The surface density of the 
§ present continents is sbout 2.7, the 
tnean density of the moon appearing 
to be 3.4, or not far frum that of the 
missing contivents to the depth reach- 
ed. The moon, it Is computed, equais 
a mass having the surface area of the 
terrestrial oceans and a depth of thir- 
ty-six uilles, and it ts concluded that 
the crust when thirty-six miles thick 
“must hare been torn away over three- 
fourths of the earth, the remainder 
breaking apart to form the eastern and 
western continents, with Australis and 
other Islands. These continenta! aml 
fsland fragments floated like great ice 
floes on Mquid nitierials of a density 
of 3.7 or more. This great rupture 
wave the carth’s surface Its chict irreg- 
ularitic’, with a mean difference of 
three miles between the levels of the 
continental plateaus and the ocean 
beds, and as the water conlensed in 
the cooling depressions, with the Pa- 
elfie where most of the moon had 
been, the dry land was formed that 
has made haman life possible. We 
may consider that without this change 
the earth would be now In the cond? 
tfon of Venus, with water over ils 
whole surface.

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Lime Corrects Acidity. 

Most cultivated soils possess a slight- 
ly acid reaction. This is generally due 
to decomposition of the remains of 
plants in the soll forming organic 
acids. On wet soils this condition: js 
more noticeable than on dry solls. 
The sour humus and organic acids 
are not only unfarorable to the growth 
of nutrifylog ferments and the root 
tubercles. of leguminous plants, but 
also are likely to dissolve iron and 
other compounds which are polsonous 
to microbes and crops. Water culture 
experiments have shown that sligbtly 
acid solutions are favorable to the 
gtowth of plants, and, while most solls 
possess this character to a\slight de- 
gree, yet any excess of soluble acihi 
in the soil would be highly detrimental. 
While most df our cultivated crops 
seem to need a slight acidity, it ts 
probable that they bave the ability to 
create this condition to a sufficient de- 
gree through |the medium of the solu- 
tion sent out by thelr roots, This be- 
ing the case, J¢ would seem that the 
alm should be to keep solls in a neu- 
tral or slightly alkaline condition so as 
to favor the growth of root tubercles 
of the Jegumes and the desirable soll 
ferments, 

Liming is excellent for correcting 
any excess of acidity and is probably 
the most effective and economical sub- 
stance for bringing about these other 
desirable conditions.—H. J. Patterson.

Bitter Rot of Apples. 

It is well known that the bitter rot 
of apples is due to a rpecific fungus. 
This fungus grows on deseloping ap- 
ples, beginning at any time during the 
summer or autumn when. the condl- 
tions are favorable after the fruits are 
formed and until and after they are 
ripe, and it lives as a parasite Jn the 
bark of apple tree limbs, usually fo 
localized areas called cankers. It does 
not occur upon the Jeares. 

Tke fungus lives over winter Su 
woundlike spots called cankers on the 
limbs of the apple trees, 2nd from 
these jnfection may start the succeed- 
ing season. Not infrequently the loca- 
tion of a canker can be made out by 
the spots beneath it on the -growing 
fruit caused by spores washing with 
rainwater {rom the former on to the 
surfaces of the apples. The area of 
such‘ infection in 2 well frulted tree 
frequently takes the form of a cone 
with its apex: upward at or beneath 
the mb canker. The water carrying 
the spores-does not descend perpen- 
dicularly because of the interference

At the Montana experiment. station 
the average results of a two years’ fest 
With twenty-three varieties of barley 
showed that Guy Mayle, a dark ker- 
neled hulless variety, gate the largest 
yield. New Zealand, a two rowed high 
gtade, brewing barley, stood second. 
The bulless varieties produced the lar- 
gest quantity.of feed. ‘The two rowed 
varieties gave much larger ylelds ¢ban 
the six rowed varieties, and in the six 
rowed sorts large ylekls of grain were 
associated with large yields of straw. 
The average results show a yield of 
125 pounds of straw for each pound of 
grain in the two rowed varieties, 1.31

New York, March 12.—A tale of the 
sea rivalling in horror and hardship 
any tragedy of the deep was brought 
here yesterday by Wor. Kuhlmann, a 
seaman, who was a passenger on the 
steamer Voltaire from South Ameri- 


can porta, Kuhlmann is one of six 
survivors of the crew of the American 
ship Tillie E. Starbuck, which was 
abandoned last August more than a 
thousand miles off the Pacific coast of 
Scuth America. He and his compan- 
ions were rescued by a British ship 
after drifting about for eight weeks 
ian an open boat. Two of the six 
men in the little craft died after suc 
cor had come to them, and Kuhlmann 
spent many weeks in a hospital at 
Valparaiso. recovering from the effects 
o? his terzsible experience. No wo 
has ever been received from the other 
beat which put off from the abandon- 
#1 Starbuck, and it is believed that 
its occupants are dead. 

The Tillie E. Starbuck sailed from 
New York last April, bound for Hono- 
lulu. Down the Atlantic coast all the 
way to the Horn she had only pleas- 
ant winds, and even in the turbulent 
stretch of in south of the Cape she 
encounte: no serious trouble. It 
was when she was well on her eee 
acroas the Pacific that the Starbuc 
ran into the storm which ended her 
career. The gale broke during the 
latter: part of July, and on the last 
day of that month the vessel's masts 
were twisted out by the gale and she 
wat left to wallow, watet-logged ‘and 
helpless; in the tumbling seas. For 
sixteen days the men stuck to the 
dcomed craft, but finally they were 
left no choice but to take to the lit- 
tle boats and trust to being picked up 
by some passing vessel. 

A full thousand miles separated 
them from the nearest shore, that 
of South America. As the last man 
left the doomed hulk of the Starbuck 
the torch was applied to her, that 
she might not continue to float aim- 
lessly about, a menace to other shipe. 
For a time after the start the occu- 
pants of the two boats kept each oth- 
ed in sight, but eventually they be- 
came separated. Day and night, week 
after week, the occupants of Kuhl- 
mann’s,; boat maintained a constant 
watch for the sailor wreath of smoke 
which might mean life to them. At 
last, after eight weeks of indescrib- 
able. suffering. the Canbuskeneth 
hove in sight. ei 

The signal of distress which had 
been set. at the first warning was 
answered, and a few minutes later 
the half-famished ahipwrecked waifs 
were safe on board the big vessel. 
Tlere they vere cared for as tenderly 
and as carefully as the facilities at 
hand would permit, but §0 serious 
was the condition of alf-that it was 
necessary to transfer them to the hos- 
pital as soon as the ship reached Val- 
paraiso. Two of the sufferers were 
there found to be beyond human help,

ples. The Mohawks, under the infiu- 
ence of the good that is In civiliza- 
-tion, have’ produced many good ‘citi-: 
zens, professional men and even 
distinguished figures, 
Reyae a chasm there lies. however, 
tween the healthful sdftroundings 
made possible in one case and the 
damning, soul-blighting, death-dealing 
conditions under which some of the 
border tribes are forced to exint. The 
Department knows full well of the 
ravages of tuberculosis in many’ of 
the Indian tribes. If the assurances 
of the Minister of the Interior may 
be relied upon the Department will 
do all that medical science can. do 
for these people. That ix part of the 
campaign, and the time may yet 
come when the little Indian boys or 
sirla may enter the echools with some 
alight chance of reaching’ phyeical 
maturity before filling gravee in the 
reservation ce: ry. 
The Indian Department, while cog- 
nizaht and doubtlees appreciably con- 
cerned about these conditions, is also 
aware of the peculiar difficulties 
which confront: those who .are work- 
ing on behalf of the Indian bands 
along the Rainy River. There are 16 
reservations and eighteen bands in 
this jurisdiction, Many of the reser- 
vations are located along the river 
‘lirectly opposite the state of Minne | 
sota. It is not against the Jaw in 
that state to sell liquor to a Canadian 
Indian, and in consequence. these 
unfortunate people have been exploit- 
ed and degraded almoat beyond cred- 
ence. Men of vicious character have 
established across the river from the 
reservations “‘blind pigs,” where 
whiskey of the moet vicious kind is 
sold. The utter soullessness of the 
men who lend themselves to this de- 
grading business is almost beyond be 
lief. and the Indians go blindly, even j 
williugly to the slaughter. 

In his annual report to the De- 
partment, J. P. Wright, Indian agent, 
tells. for example, of the Hungry Hall 
bands of Objibways. Their reserves 
cover 6,280 acres, and much of the 
land is a rich clay loan. They have 
no taste, however, for agriculture. 

“These Indians,” sayn the agent, 
“are addicted to the use of intoxi- 
cants, which they usually get on the 
Aperican side.” 

Again, of the Long Sault bands, he 
writes: “I regret to state that all the 
Indians along the Rainy River are 
very much addicted to the use of in- 
toxicants, which they can casily pro- 
cure. on the American side, for, as 
the law now stands, there is no pen- 
alty for supplying liquor. to Canadian 
Indians on the American aside.” 

In his report of the Little Forks 











band, the same story is told in other 


ate,"" says the agent, “‘agd as there 
is a ‘blind pig’ kept on the American 
side of the river. opposite the re- 
serve, they can get all the Jiquor they 
can pay for, congequently a great dea 
oi theft nioney is Spent in Nquor. In 
Noveinber fast two of these Indians 
were shot and one seriously wounded 
in a drunken row with the keeper of 
thie ‘blind pig,’ but both recovered.” 

The cold language of the official re- 
porta conveys scant information of the 4 
demoralizing influences exercised oh 
the lives of these people by condi- 
tiogs across the river from their reser- 
vations._ i | 

Whi} chance has that little Indian 
boy who was held up playfully by 
the guide when I visited one of the 
borer reservations? While his black 
eyes gleam with laughter now, and in 
childish’ play he runs around the 
tepee, his future ia as surely blight- 
ed ar the foyer that withers and 
falls with the first frost of winter. He 
is one of those who must grow up 
Nnd contribute to the men across the { 
river, 

These Indian bands range in num- 
ber from 40 to 110. There are 18-of 
them in the Rainy River country, 

Two things I strongly recommend 
after omnaking a personal investiga: 
tion und. knowing full well the na; . 
ture of the inforrhation in possession 
at the Department, Remove the re- 
xervationa far back {rom the border. 
Tt will help to save these people and 
will remove at the same time one of 
the greatest obstacles in the deyclop- 
tent and. settlement. of the Rainy 
River. valley. Then, let the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affaits approach the 
United States and Minnesota authori- 
ties with a view. to securing their co- 
operation. for the” protection of the 
hordes tribes of Indians. 

Canada is 
110.345, of whom 10,347 tare pagans. 
Tn 1905 the population was 107,637, of 
whom 10,906 were pagans. ‘

March 16.—Fire de 
Stroyed three-fourths of Hig Timber, 
Mont., making 300 families homeless 
and causing $400,000 damage. The fire 
raged for seven hours during a gale. 

A apecial train with fire apparatus 
was hurried from Livingston, , about 
thirty miles west of Big Timber. 

The fire started in the stock yards 
of the Northern Pacific Co. and from 
there spread to a dwelling in the out- 
skirts of the town, It was carried from 
house to house until the business 
quarter was reached. The flames cut

Water be- 
came exhausted, handicapping the fire 
figitters.

The fire fighters finally massed 
forces around the First - National 
Bank, where the blaze - was extin- 
guished.

What Mr. Damrosch, the New York 
Musical Conductor, Says. ~ 

Many girls go abroad, says Mr. 
Damrosch, because they think music 
al advantages are cheaper across the 
Atlantic. Sappose a girt gocs to Eu- 
rope for four years. Her paseage will 
cost ber at last $160 for the round 
trip on' the steamer, or $40 a year, Her 
board In Europe in 2 cheap but decent 
place will come up to $30 a month; or 
$260 a year. Her fees at a conserra- 
tory will be $100 a year, or a total of 
$510 as a minimum without clothing, 


If the girl wants to live fn refined 
surroundings, ber board alone will 
amount to at least $500 a year. If she 
takes from private teachers, her lesson 
fees will be as high as she\cares to 
make them. In New York, where the 
cost of Ji.ing is high for this country, 
a giri can live in a very good place for 
$8 a week and get a full course under 
the best teachers for thirty weeks for 
$200, 

This makes ihe course of her thirty 
weeks $100. In vacation she can reé 
turn to her home and sare her board 
or, because she knows America, can 

earn soine money In the summer ito 

help defray her winter expenses. She 
also can find opportunity for makiog 
tnoney In thé winter or of working for 
ber board xt odd hours in America. 
In Europe the American has little op- 
portunity or no chance of carning any 
money at odd times, because she does. 
not know the language and docs not 
understand the customs of the people.

erned by what is called the rule of the 
road. Teaving out the question of sall- 
ing ships for the moment. the ship 
which has the other, the crossing ship, 
on her own right hand (starboard) side 
has (o keep out of the way, and It does 
so by turning s'ghtly to the right, or 
fo starboard, presenting her left side 
to the other ship. 

Whenéver a ship has to give way to 
another the color of the light of the 
other ship 1s on the same sido as that 
to which the helm must be mored. 
Thus when a red light ts seen on the 
right hand (starboard) side the helm 
{fs put to port, the side of the light 
seen. Similarly when a salling ship fs 
Crossing from port to starboard, show- 
ing her green Ifght, that carried on her 
starboard side, the steamer puts her 
helm to starboard to clear. This rule 
could be followed quite as easily with 
sound signals.

Portland, Ore., March 17.—Not in 
many a year have so many points in 
the Pacific northwest, all at the same 
time, faced such serious damage from 
flood as they do to-day. From last 
Friday until now, heavy rains have 
fullen over the whole of the north- 
west, and ever rivulet is a roaring 
torrent, and every river a lake. 
Bridges have been washed out or dyna- 
mnited, railroad tracks are under wa- 
ter. and when traffic is not delayed 
by these disasters, huge landslides 
block the way. 

The most serious reports come from 
Walla Walla, 

In the Lewiston, Idaho, country 
railroad tracks are deep under water, 
bridges washed out, and fears are en- 
tertained thatthe waterworks which 
supply that city will be flooded, and 
the supply of drinking water shut off. 
Many families have been driven from 
the Jowlands. 

The Touchet and Patit Rivers have 
washed out the city dyke, at Dayton, 
Washington, — 

In western Washington the rivers 
around Seattle and Tacoina are still 
tising. but little damage has resulted 
so far, 

The Williamctte River and its tri- 
butaries are running like a mill race 
above Salem, but no damage has re- 
sulted. 

As is usual during the flood con- 
ditions, the railroads are numbered 
along thé principal. sufferers. The 
worst of these is the Oregon Rail- 
toad and navigation, which has not 
been able to send a train through for 
the past 36 hours. This road ‘is block- 
ed principally by heavy land slides 
enst and west of-Pendleton, 

Train service in the neighborhood 
of Walla Walla and from Lewiston 
north is at a standstill. 

The prospects are bad. According 
to the last forecast a new storm is 
now moving across the Pacific north- 
west; 

Walla Walla, Wash.. March 17.— 
Not for years lins this city faced sd 
scrious a situation as it does to-day 
from the floods which have come down 
from the Blue Mountains and made 
Mill Creck a roaring torrent.’ The 
Yourth Street bridge has been wash- 
ed out, part of the Third Street bridge 
hhas been blasted oyt; the gas works 
have been flooded “and .closed down; 
Main Street for several blocks above 
Sixth Street is reported to be under 
water. _ In the businesa district the 
water is rapidly filling basements. 
Flood conditions are apparent in all 
parts of the Walla Walla Valley.

assuming the unlformi or ‘displaying 
the flag of a foe; the murder of those 


who- have surrendered, whether upon 
conditions or at discretion; declara- 
thous that no quarter wil be given to 


an enemy; the use of such arms or 


verrecties as will cause unnecessary 
paln ot suffering to an enemy; the 
abuse of a flag of truce to gain Infor- 
concerning an enemy's posi- 
tions; all unnecessary destruction of 
property, whether public ‘or prirate. 
They also declare that only fortified 
places shall be besieged, open cities or 
villages not to be subject to siege or 
bombardment; that public buildings of 
whatever character, whether belon 
to church or state, shall be spared; 
that plundering by private soldiers or 
thelr officers shall be considered Inad- 
misslble; that prisoners shall be treat. 
ed with common bumanity; that the 
personal effects and prirate property 
of prisoners, excepting their arms and 
ampgunition, shall be respected: that 
the population of an enemy's country 
shall be considered exempt from par 
{clpation in the war unless by hostile

Submarine Cabies. 

The very first soggestion that was 
ever made about a submarine cable 
was that made in the year 1795 by the 
Spaniard Salva before the Academy of 
Sclences at Barcelona. Two years later 
Salva proposed {o connect Barcelona 
and the island of Majorca by a sub- 
maitine telegraph line. In 1803 Aldint, 
nephew of the celebrated Galvinl, made 
some interesting experiments in the 
transmission of electric signals under 
the sea near Calais, France.. In 1812 
Schilling ignited powder by electricity 
transmitted through a submarine wire 
under the Neva, near St. Petersburg. 
Joba Sharpe in 1813 transmitted elec- 
tric signals through seven mlles of {n- 
sulated subaqueous wire. It-was not 
till 1838 that it was demonstrated that 
submarine telegraphy was practicable. 
Tn 1843 Samuel Colt was operating sub- 
matine cables between New York city, 
Coney Island and Fire island. Iu 1851 
the first, Important submarine telegraph

He suggested that the bill be 
given a second reading and allowed 
to stand over to be considered with 
Mr. Aylesworth’s Election Act amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Borden demurred. The Prime 
Minister's objection could easily be 
removed by giving Parliament the 
power to control the issuo of writs in 
ene Parliament was soon.to expire. 
Vacancies had not always been Milled 
within a reasonable period. In 8t. 
Janes’ Division of Montreal the va- 
cancy covered a Whole session, and in 
North Renfrew the late Ross Govern- 
ment delayed a  bye-election eighteen 
months. The Ontario law, passed as 
a result of the Renfrew vacancy, was 
working satisfactorily.

Weak 
coffee does more harm than good. If 
tnade very strong, much of it need not 
be taken. A large quantity ts a pos!- 
tive disadvantage, for it is less rap) 
ly. absorbed and only distends t 
stomach. Then it should be given 
without sugar or milk, pure “cafe 
nolr.” It should be given on an empty 
stomach, for when‘taken on a full 
stomach it often does harm by putting 
a stop to the process of digestion.—

Stereotyping. : 

It fs claimed that steredtyping was 
known in 1711. It was practiced by 
Willlam Ged of Edinburgh. about 1730. 
Some of Ged’s plates are to be seen at 
the Royal Institution, London, A Bir. 
James attempted to Introduce Ged's 
Process In London In 1735, but falled. 
Stereotype printing was used in Hol- 
land during the last century, and a 
quarto Bible and a Dutch follo Bible 
‘were printed there. It was revived Ja 
London by Wilson In 1808. Siuce 1850, 
the durability of stereotypes has been’ 
greatly increased by electrotyping them 
with copper or silrer.

BRITAIN'S NAVAL POLICY. 





Admiralty Are Now Experimenting In 
“Battleship Building. 

London, March 19.—Speaking in the 
House of Lords last evening Lord 
Tweedmouth, First Lon! of the Admir- 
alty, defended the policy of the Gov- 
froment in refraining — temporarily 
from laying dows a large number of 
battleships and said that the con- 
struction of battleships just now par- 
took largely of the nature of an ex- 
periment. 

Great Britain’s three vessels of the 
Temeraire type. he declared, were in- 
finitely superior to the Dreadnought 
type and the three vessels of the St. 
Vincent type would be an iipprove- 
ment on the Temeraire type. i 

In the spring of 1911 Great Britain 
would have three squadron« of four 
ships. each of the St. Vincent type. 
No power in the world would be able 
to assemble such a fleet of first-class 
battleships, Lord Tweedmouth de- 
clared, and he could almost say that 
a combination of all the powérs of 
the world: would not be able to put 
an equal squadron on the sea.

Galveston, Texas, March 19.—Wlien 
Capt. Moore of the British steamship 
Howthead of Belfast, Iréland. here 
for cargo. dressed ship Tuesday in 
honor of St. Patrick, he put the green 
emblem above the Stara and Stripes.

cessful Financing in Budget. - 





Has Big Cash -Balance—Railway Construction Has 


Absorbed Two Millions of Cash Assets—Loan Will 
Be Floated When Money !s Easier -Hon. Mr. 
Matheson Urges Economy.

Toronto, March 20.—Amid much en- 
thusiasm from “the Government 
benches Hon.’ A. J. Matheson. the 
Provincial Treasurer, delivered the 
budget speech at the Legislature yes- 
terday. It was most encouraging in 
character, showing the province's fin- 
ancial condition to be better than it 
ever was before. He reviewed the 
great progress made in all the De 
partinents and predicted, if care were 
exercised in the conduct of permanent 
expenditures, that a still more satis- 
factory report would be made next 
year. 

Mr. Pense, the Opposition critic, 
did not attempt anything serious in 
criticism, He took credit to the Lib- 
erals for much of the present pros 
perity, and complaifed that the ex- 
penditures had largely increased. but 
Was generous: enough te congratulate 
the Treasurer on the general conduct 
of his Department. 

Tn opening, the Provincial Treas- 
urer congratulated thé” province on 
its continued prosperity in spite of 
the period of GSnancial stringency. 
Dering the past year thegurplus of re 
ceipts over expenditure © had . been 
$606,000. This sum, said the Treas- 
urer, could have been much larger 
had the Government exacted the {ull 
payment of dues from the lumbermen. 
who had experienced au unfortunate 
season and had been accorded con- 
sideration. 

The announcement was greeted 
with applause that the earnings of the 
Government: railway Inst) year h 
been more than sufficient to’ pay the 
interest on the sinking fund on the 
portion of the road in operation a3 
well as to pay the interest on the 
Canadian loan of $3,000,000. 

A provincial loan would be issued 
for $2,855,000, the amount advanced 
to the T. & N. O. Railway, to which 
ainount should be add surpluses 
netting $1,636,000, making a total of 
$4,511,000. This money would be ex- 
pended on asylums, public instity- 
tions, roads, bridges, and permanent 
public improvements. 

The estimated revenue last year had 
been - $7,612,000 to which should be 
added the increased subsidy of $395,- 
000 and the earnings of the Govern- 
ment railway amounting to $235,000. 
Even taking these amounts into full 
consideration the actual revenue over- 
realized them all. (Government’ ap- 
plause.) Excluding the money receiv- 
ed for the sale of the Cobalt and Kerr 
lakes and all capital receipts the sur- 
plus for the year had ‘been over 
$600,000. : 

“Thése results show,’ seid the 
Treasuret amid Government applause, 
“that this Government carefully, hon- 
estly and fearlessly collects the reve- 
nues due the crown.” 

The Minister pointed out that the 
Government had found many patients 
in the asylums and public institutions 
at the expense} of the province who 
were well able to pay for themselves. 
He instanced one case of a man bei 
supported by the proyince who hed 
an estate of $7,000. “All cases were 
treated feirly. This was promptly 
temertied. When-a patient and his 
friends were unable to pay the patient 
was allowed care free, but when they 
were well able to pay the bill was 
collected. 

A like poticy. was pursued in rela- 
tion to the collection of succession 
duties. No favorites were considered, 
and collections made upon all estates, 

“Notwithstanding the very satisfac- 

tory and encouraging position in 
which we find ourselves,” continued 
Mr. Matheson, “I desire to urge the 
necessity for economy. The estimated 
expenditure thas all n provided for. 
and is justified, but we must be 
guarded in ‘increasing too much the 
permanent expenditures.” » 
- Hon. Mr. Matheson referred to the 
fact that within the last three months 
provincial securities had risen three 
per cent. in England. Hf the province 
was able to get its securities upon 
the Trustee list in London it would 
materially help -Ontario’s financial 
position. : 

The estimated’ receipts for the pres- 
ent year the Minister placed at $7,- 
921,000 with an additional $300,000 as 
carni from the ‘Temiskaming and 
Northern Ontario Railway. These 


. estimates were well within the mark 


and he looked for another surplus next 
year. (Applause)  * 

The greatest increase in expenditure 
would be in education and the améunt 
would be distributed directly among 
the people. Over $600,000 would be 
spent outside the university. and 
School of Science. There were also 
other claims upon the Treasury in 
connection with the development of 
the north country.

Alluding to what had been done, 
the Minister said the railway annui- 
ties had been, decrensed by $250,000,

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whe there. naa ween a reduction in 
the provincial debt during the thrre 
years the present Government had 
held office of over $552,000. 

He spoke of the development of 
the Goverment railway, which was 
how operating over 130 miles, with 
Steel laid for 70 more and grading 
for rails in 10 more. By. September 
15 next it was hoped to-effect the 
junction with the Grand Trunk Paci- 
tic. Some delay had been experienced 
owing to the Toronto Bridge Co. which 
had not been prompt. Several 
branches were also operating. During 
the past year the railway had carried 
over 16,633,000 passengers, not one of 
whom had been maimed or injured. 
A great deal of the expenditure on 
the railway hed resulted from the 
poor way it had been laid out under 
the previous: Government. 

“We claim.” said Hon. Mr. Mathe- 
son in concluding, “that we have 
fplfilled every pledge we mde in Op- 
position. We have kept the expendi- 
tures within the receipts, improved 
the school system, redgead the price 
ot school books and improved their 
quality. We have paid moncys direct- 
ty to the people for school purposes 
and from railway taxes and hotel li- 
censes. We have seen to it that the 
law was observed and endeavored to 
improve the condition of the farmers 
and. agricultural interests. The asy- 
lams are being looked alter. prison 
conditions bein improved — and 
through all there is no graft." (Ap 
plause.) 

Mr. EL J. Bo Pense (Kingston), tlie 
Oppositian critic, followed. He joined 
in extending congfatulations upon the 
splendit financial “showing ‘of. the 
provinces, particularly so, he said, be- 
cause it was Largely the result of the 
policy adopted by the predecessors of 
the present Government. 

It seemed hard, .aid Mr. Pense, 
that after toiling in the wilderness it 
waz not the lot of the party he re- 
presented to enter the Promised Land 
on these policies. Of.the provincial 
income of lest year. he claimed; some 
$3,645,000 of the $5,000,000 was the 
direct result of the policies inaugurat- 
ed br the Liberals. , 

With so large an increase in reve- 
nue, Mr. Pense said, the Provincial 
Treasury should show a greater re- 
serve. The Government, he believed, 
were honest, but he did not think 
ther had been economical. 

Mr. Pense dwelt at length upon the 
increases in expenditure and reminded 
the Government that in the old days 
of Oppesition they “‘clamered long 
and loud for economy.” 

Mr. G, H. Ferguson (Grenville) fol- 
lowed. and Mr. A. Hislop (East Hu- 
ron) moved the adjournment of the 
debate. >

no employment under ita control or 
within its power at the present time 
that it can give to those whom yo} 
represent. The Government will be 
glad to facilitate the wishes of your- 
selves and friends in every way pos- 
sible. and late? on in the season may 
be able to do this especially by indi- 
cating the direction in thich employ-, 
ment may be found: The Government 
viexs the situation with regret.” but 
ia unable at present to deal with it 
under the circums{ances.”

While the conventional forms ant 
designs satisfy’ the majority of the 
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MOGAIC EFFrCT.

Has Boon Arranged by the Government —Specias

Ottawa, March 23—The appointmeni 
of Justice J. P. Mabee as chief -com- 
missioner of the Dominion Railwa: 
Board is now officially anadanten: 
His duties will commence almost at 
once. 

When spoken to a fortnight. ago, 
Mr. Mabee seemed genuinely surpris- 
ed that his name was mentioned in 
connection with the vacancy occasion- 
ed by the'death of the late Justice 
Killam, and which Mr. Mabee attri- 
buted’ primarily to the strain. of the 
work the late chairman had been per- 
forming. By the proposed changes in 
the pRailway Board, however, thi 
strain should be ‘materially removed 
from the new occupant of the office. 

A few day's ago it was said that-Mr. 
Mabee had declined the appointment. 
owing to the fact that he would lose 
the-retiring allowance which his posi- 
tion on the bench entitles him to. 
This. however, has been satisfactorily 
arranged. 4 

When Justice Killam accepted the 
chairmanship the act was changed so 
as to allow him to carry his retiring 
allowance after fifteen years” combin- 
ed service on the bench and on the 
commission. The conditions will be 
the same for. Justice Mabee as regards 
salary and retirement. 

Justice Mabee is one of the young- 
est members of the bench in Ontario. 
He is a native of Stratford, where he 
practiced law previous to his elevation 
a‘couple of years ago. He had been 
the Liberal candidate in North Perth 
at the general election of 1904, when 
he was defeated by A. F. Maclaren. 

He s' high in “his * profession” 
‘and is noted for his capacity for hard 
work. His attainments as a judicial 
exponent of equity as well as law ad- 
inirably fit. him for the position of 
chairman of the Railway Commission. 

His gifts as a cross-examiner may 
be of service also when it comes to 
probing matters about which in the 
public interest it is occasionally dif- 
ficult to throw sufficient light. 

The chief commissionerahip has a 
salary of $10,000 a year attached.

Lord Elgin and Representatives of 
Historic Fame Also. 

Quebec, March 23.—On_ behalf of 
the Royal National, Commission on 
the Qugbec Tercentenary, the Gov- 
ernor-General jias cabled to Lord EI- 
gin, Colonial Secretary, asking him to 
invite to the coming fetes a represen-

Guy Carleton and of Simon Fraser, 
the former chief of Fraser's High- 
landers, who performed suchprodigies 
of valor at the taking of Quebec. 

Lord Elgin has been asked to at- 
tend personally, or to send a repre- 
sentative, and also to invite Australia 
to send one represefitative, South 
Africa four, New Zealand one, New- 
foundland one, France one, and the 
United States one. 

France and the United States are 
also expected to send fleets to partici- 
pate in the fetes.

Farmers Will Cease to Raise Crop 
and Leave District. 

Lexington, Ky.. March 2t.—Bevcause 
of warning letters and visits from night“ 
riders, many farmers in nearly all of 
the 62 counties in the White Rurley 
tobacco region, are destroying their 
tobacco beds, and at the’ present time 
fewer than one-third of the normal 
number have been started. — 

In many counties huge signs have 
been erecied_on buildings and in high 
places nearby declaring the intention 
of the farmer not te raise a crop th 
season. Realizing the difficulty of 
making a living for their families in 
case the decision to raise’ no tobacco 
is adhered to, many tenant farmers 
are preparing to move to other states, 
while many farm owners have pla 
their property on the market with the 
avowed purpose of leaving Kentucky. 

The murder of Farmer Hedges in 
Nicholas County Satarday, and the 
raids in Woodford and other counties 
last week. have increased the alarm. 
In announcing their determination to 
gu elaewhere, the tenants declare that 
it will Le impossible’to subsist from 
the proceeds of crops of hemp, wheat 
and corn. 

In the neighborhood of Mount Ster- 
ling, many farmers have receiv 
threatening letters with which were 
matches, powder and poison, amd arm- 
ed guards have been placed at threat- 
ened pointa, Conditions throughout 
the state are declared to be worse now 
than at any time since the tobacco 
Mar | ask.

In Albert County, it is ‘believed, 
the epidemic is well in hand, but its 
rapid spread in Moncton is causing 
great alarm. The disease was brought 
here from the lumber camps.

CHINESE ARE ANGRY. 


Outburst of Popular Feeling Over the 
Tatsu Maru Affair. 


Canton, March 23.—The greatest 
indignation prevails: here against the 
Government for yielding to the Japa- 
nese demands-in the Tatsu Maru case, 
it being consilored that the Govern- 
ment’s action \ tax brought disgrace 
upon this province. 

The Self-Government Society of 
Canton has organized several monster 
indignation meetings, at whicl: .reso- 
lutions were adopted that the anni- 
versary of the release of the Tatau 
Maru be observed aan day of public 
mourning. The resolutions also de- 
clared a boycott against Japanese 
goods. 

More than fifty thousand persons 
attended the mass meetings held yes- 
day; buildings were draped in 
mourning, and twenty or more orators 
deliver “denunciatory speeches. 

Among the speakera was a 12-year- 
old, boy, whose declamation against 
the Japanese caused the greatest en- 
thusiasm. A great number atnong 
those who had assembled, thereupon 
divested themselves of Japanese-made 
garments, including caps and hard. 
kerchiels, and made a huge bonfire of 
them. One dealer in Japanese goods 
offered to sacrifice his entire stock. 

The meeting recommended the. im- 
peachment of Yuan Shi Kai, of the 
Board of Foreign Affsira, for weak- 
ness in yielding to the Japanese.

Grain For Province of Ontario. — 


Ottawa, March 24.—A ty ly scene 
was enacted last night. when - Dr. 
Sproule’ pressed a motion for a re- 
turn showing the religious denomina- 
tion, whether Protestant or Roman 
Catholic, of the employes of the 
House of Commons, Senate and print- 
ing -bureau. The motion was resisted, 
Mr. Fielding making a plea that it be 
withdrawn for the sake of peace. 

‘Dr. Sproule, however, daimed that 
his motive was to verify a statement 
he made recently at the Grand Orange 
Lodge at Mount Forest. Three mem- 
bers arose with him to call a division, 
but Sir Wilfrid. Laurier moved the 
adjournment of the debate. 

_ During the hour for notices of mo- 
tion, Dr, Sproule said his motion 
might go unopposed, as he did not 
desire to qliscusa it. “We may wish 
to discuss it on this side,” said the 
Prime Minister. Later when the item 
was again reached, Dr. Sproule mov- 
ed his resolution without comment, 
and Col. Talbot (Bellechasse) submit: 
ted an amendment to include in the 
return the nationality of each employe 
and’ to cover all Departments of the 
Government. 

Mr. Fielding asked Dr. Sproule to 
withdraw the motion, regretting that 
any attempt should be made to classi- 
fy the employes of the Government. 
At any rate some people might take 
exception to limiting the classes of 
Protestants and Catholics alone. 

“What about the Atheists of Que- 

bec?’’ asked Col. Talbot, 
* Dr. Sproule:stated he was prompted 
to make the motion by denials of his 
statement in the House the other day. 
He considered he was offensively ‘call. 
td to task; by Col. Talbot before he 
knew what he said. Moreover, this 
was not the first time such a return 
had been asked for and brought down. 
He had ‘been in the House a long 
time, and he never made a atatement 
yet but what he believed to be true, 

There was another motive. It had 
been repeatedly” said to him, as a 
prominent Orangeman, that in the 
matter of appointments justice was not 
done to Roman Catholica, and he 
had tried to combat that statement, 
endeavoring to ehow that there had 
been no inclination to deny Roman 
Catholica their proportion of the. of- 
fices. For his own satisfaction he 
secured information showing the pro- 
pertion of Roman Catholics to -Pro- 
testants employed in the House was 
as three to one. By reference to the 
census returns he found that the 
Catholics comprised’ 40 per cent. of 
the population, and he considered the 
were entitled to a fair share of all 
the offices. Was he doing’ wrong in 
vindicating his character for honesty 
and truthfulness? 

Col. Talbot said three or four years 
ago Dr. Sproule had made-the state- 
ment that the Catholic clergy of Que- 


bec were raising a fund to let out at” 


easy rates to Catholic farmers for the 
Purpose of buying out their Protest- 
ant neighbors. 

Dr. Sproule said he merely quoted 
the authority of The Huntingdon 
(Quebec) Gleaner. 

Thought It Unwise. 

Mr. Mefntyre (Perth) thought it 
unwise to bring up this question. It 
should be remembered that there were 
two official languages, and that the 
Preponderance of Roman Catholics 
employed about the Departments was 
owing to the French-Canadians being 
conversant with both languages; hence 
they were more valuable than the 
employes who had but one language.

“We protest against deportation 
and exclusion from Canada, -As Brit- 
ish subjects we claim protection 
throughout the Empire. H our inter- 
esta are overlooked by others, those 
in India must necessarily resent your 
Goveriiment’s neglect.” 5 

The cablegram is signed -by Uday 
Ram, who ia a nephew of Dr. Davis 
Chand, a Hindu of high caste, who 
came to British Columbia to spy out 
the land, but who is now agitating 
in India. - . 
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He Wants His Honor,

As 3 mat- 
ter of act, it does produce a certalo 
pumber of such compounts fn the de 
struction of organic matler, which ts 
the constant condition of life, in par- 
ticular acetones and the volatile fatty 
acids, butyric, formic, acetic, etc. If 
the process of combustion fs norma] all 
these constituents are burned up, com- 
pletely oxidized, and give as a residue 
water, carbonic acid and urea. But let 
some slackening occur In the Inmost ! 
nutrition of the tissues and the same 
eonstitnents will éscape through the 
Greath, perspiration and the skin.”

As the original carth nebala con- 
densed the lighter materials were dls- 
tributed quite unlformly over the en- 
tire surface, but these are now miss- 
ing from one hemisphere, the reason 
seething to be, as Professor G. H. Dar- 
win demonstrated-in 1879, that a por- 
tion of the earth's crust has been 
thrown off by tidal action, forming the 
moon. The surface density of the 
Present continents is abou. 27, the 
™Me&n density of the moon appearing 
to be 24, or not far from that of the 
missing continents to the depth reach- 
ed.

Koise, Idaho, ‘March 23.—Governor 
Gooding ~ yesterday” seceived © official 
notice, as is required by law, from 
Judge Freemont Wool of the sen- 
tence of Harry Orchard, the ‘self-con- 
{essed murderer of former Governor 
Steunenberg. Judge Wood, in speak- 
ing of the matter, said: 

“By the statutes of Idaho the com- 
mon law is made the rule of decision 
in all cases not inconsistent with the 
legislative laws of the United States 
and of the state. 

“At the common law, when the 
court or magistrate accepted an ac- 
complice as a witness against a co- 
defendant, the law implied a promise 
on the part of such court or magis- 
trate to recommend such accomplice 
to the mereilul consideration of the 
Stale, provided the accomplice thus 
necepted as a witness wes subse- 
quently convicted of the same offence. 

“This right has been declared to be 
a part of our judicial  fcrery by the 
Supreme Court of several states. 

“The right, however, to such recom-

Policy of Progress Finds Little Sym- 
pathy In Upper Chamber. 
Ottawa, March 26.—The Senators 
discussed public ownership yeater- 
bel In the opinion of Senator Power 
public ownership was a step towards 
Socialism. and the avowed object of 
Socialism were the overthrow of all 
the religious and domestic relations 
of government and of pro tty. 
The progress of the world has been 
due to individual effort and Socialiam 
would destroy such effort and bring 
everything and everyone down to a 
dead level. Russia furnished an ex- 
ample of what Socialism would lead 
to.

She had been in. the land commia- 
sioner’s office under.

Green- 
away from 1904 on till the present 
time. As tenders came in for these 
timber lands they were immediately 
placed in a sale and kept there until 
the time came to open them. 

She was always present in the land 
commissioner’s room when Mr. Tur- 
riff opened the tenders, and the very 
same system was followed when Mr.

The church of Bishop Heber 
may believe in apostolic succeasion 
for the pulpit, but it doea not believe 
in apostolic succession :for the choir 
loft. for Henry Newman the Catholic 
and John and Charlea Wesley the 
Methodists and Horatius Bonar are 
allo to sing there even though’ 
they were not allowed to preach there. 
Ob, why do we not extend the hand 
of gospel fellowship to all the mem- 
bers of the different churches as %e 
extend the hand of Christian love to 
all the sweet singers who bring to us 
their gospel songs? May God give to 
Us &@ nonsectarian pulpit and pew aa 
he has given to us a nonsectarian 
hymn_ book. 

A gospel hymn is a serinoh. A gos 
pel hymn is ‘a prayer. When you lis- 
ten to a testimony in a prayer mieot- 
ing you do not listen to oratory. You 
listen to a man pleading for Christ. 
When yoa listen to a gospel hymn, 
you listen to 2 disciple of Christ 
pleading for the Master in the same 
way, and. though your vvice may not 
be musically, trained, yet when you 
sing Gou’s praises in a simple gospel 
song God will bless you as he does 
when you arise to testify for him in 
a meeting ‘of prayer. 

The consideration of this vubject 
suggests to me three practical lessons, 
First, I want to impress upon all Chris. 
tian people that the church which 
does not put a great emphasis upon 
its music is making a fearful mistake.

Redmond, the Nationalist leader, that

It was known beforehand that the 
debate could have but an academic in- 
terest, because the Goveftnment ale 
ready had pledged that there would be 
no deal in ‘the inatter of home rule 
until it had been given a mahdate 
at the general election. But the de 
bate was made notable through the 
strong declaration of Chancellor As- 
quith, which was all the weightier 
because mace at the moment Mr. As- 
quith ix actually assuming the Pre- 
miership. 
Mr. Balfour, in a brief speech had 
accused his opponents of speaking 
with two meanings. a radical mean- 
ing and a Nationalist meaning. He 
ased how it was conceivably possible 
tu.carry out great Irish reforms with 
British money, except by a Hritish 
Parliament, and ironically challenged 
a Asquith to clear up this ambighs 
ity. 
Amid ironical Unionist laughter, 
Mr. Asquith rose and said ‘that never 
in his life had he felt leas embar- 
raseed. For over twenty years he 
himself and his colleagues had stead- 
ily ‘and consistently advocated self- 
gcveynment for Ireland’s purely local 
affaits. He keld that opinion now 
an strongly as ever. e 
He could not, however, support Mr, 
imond’s motion in its present formn, 
because he found in it no explicit re- 
cognition of Imperial supremacy, and, 
further, because no Parliament would 
b> justified in embarking in such a 
task unless the matter first had been 
submitted to the electorate. Lt would 
bea gross aml inexcusable violation 
of their promises-to do so in the life- 
time of the present Parliament.
